BECKWITH TELLS OF TRANSACTIONS WITH 


MRS. 
CHADWICK AT BANK. 


Notes Indorsed for Over a Million Dollars—Car- 


negie Says He Never Saw the Woman- 


Confession of Mr. Beckwith Before 


the District Attorney. 


Oberlin, O., Dec. 6.— "It 
anybody 


on earth should be arrested, it is Mrs. 
Chadwick," declared 
President C. T. 


Beckwith, this morning. 
"Evidently 


she has committed the crime of forg- 
ery." 


The aged, broken man was in a stats 


bordering on nervous collapse. He is 
today in much worse condition than he 
l.as been at any time since the close 
of the doors of the bank. Tears were 
in his eyes and his voice was choked 
•with, grief. 


"Why should I be persecuted for the 


wrongs that were brought on by that 
woman? Why did I *do it, why did 


. - 
"I believed that the signatures were 


genuine. She told me they were and 
so did the lawyer who said that he rep- 
resented Mr. Carnegie. Others came 
here vith her and they said that the 
notes were good for all that she would 
borrow up to. their face, value. I 
thought that she was telling Tne the 
Huth.<" It's too late new, too late." 


Beckwith was admitted to bail last 


night It was furnished by J. G. W. 
Cowles and A. Gilchrist, two Cleveland 
friends. He returned to his home 
rere broken hearted. This morning he 
reiterated his confession of his deal- 
ings with Mrs. Chadwick. He said, 
with tears iu his eyes: "That woman 
swore lo Spear and mo that the sig- 
nature of Andrew Carnegie, which ap- 
pears on the notes, was genuine. There 
were three of these notes. Two wer 
Jor $500,000 each, and another 
fcr 


$250,000. She said that she had seen 
Mr. Carneige place his signature on 
the notes and to confirm this she 
brought a man with her representing 
himself as a New York attorney. He 
raid that he was retained by Mr. Car- 
negie and that he knew of his own 
knowledge that the signatures were 
genuine. 


It is true that we indorsed, all of the 


notes, but we had no idea that they 
were to be used for the purpose they 
were. 


'Iri Reynolds of the 
Wade Park 


bank, told us that he had the securi- 
ties that Mrs.. Chadwick ciaimed he 
Lad, and that these securities were in 
a safety deposit vault at the Cleveland 
institution. 


"Oi'Ce I went to "New York with the 


notes signed "Andrew Carnegie,' ex- 
pecting to raise enough money on them 
to clear all accounts at our bank 
When I arrived there my heart failed 
me. I lid not attempt to negotiate any 
loan on them but returned to Oberlin 
1'cping that a settlement 
would be 


rtfado by the woman. This is the re- 
sult 


"I am a broken, dishonored 
old 


man. Had 1 only known, all that 1 
now know when the woman first came 
to me I could have been taved from 
this terrible disgrace. It is now too 
late. All is lost.'- 


MR. CARNEGIE 


Again Denied Today-Thai He Has Any 


Knowledge of the Chadwick 


Affair. 


New York, Dec. 6—Andrew Carnegie 


today reiterated again that, he bad no 
Icnowledge of any of the Chadwick af- 
fairs. It is believed that the object of 
the visit of Receiver Lyons is to place 
the notes taken from the Oberlin bank 
before Mr. Carnegie.

notes. In the event of Mr. Carnegie 
formally pronouncing the signatures 
forgeries it is expected that the receiv- 
er will apply for A criminal proceeding 
in this city. Philip Corpenter, counsel 
for Mrs. Chadwickf arrangad for~ an 
early interview with her today. Dr. A. 
Moore paid a call to the 
Holland 


House this morning. He said later 
that Mrs. Chadwick's physical condi- 
tion was somewhat improved. 


Receiver Lyons came here from 


Cleveland, accompanied by Attornes' 
Oldham. He bore the Carnegie notes 
found in the Oberlin bank. 


Percy L. Carver, counsel for Herbert 


L. Newton, of Brookline, Mass., who 
tas claims for about $2CO,OQO against 
Mrs. Chadwick, gave out the following 
interview this morning:

believe., despite all that is being said 
about Mrs. Chadwick bein? unable to 
l-ay,tbat the Newton

"Do you f.ay these 'notes bore the 


signature of Andrew Carnegie?" 


"Nc, I do not say that," replied Car- 


ver quickly, and drew away from the 
interview, remarking, "Isn't this a 
wonderful case?"

Cleveland, Dec. 6.—President C. T. 


Beckwith of the failed Citizens' Na- 
tional bank of Oberlin, O., has made a 
confession regarding the bank's trans- 
actions with Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick. 
The statement was made in United 
States District Attorney 
Sullivan's 


office, Mr. Beckwith saying: "I am 
either an awful dupe or a 
ter- 


rible fool. I guess there is no doubt 
about my being a fool. I know I have 
Gone wrong, and although crushed to 
the earth myself, I do not propose to 
be made a scapegoat to shield the sins 
of others. Further concealment of 
the truth can not help any one. The 
truth Is that others also must be 
called to the bar to answer for their 
part in this terrible affair, and one of 
those whose answer must be had is 
Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwick." 
The 


Oberlin banker spoke in broken sen- 
tences and tears were streaming from 
his eyes. His acquaintance with Mrs. 
Chadwick began three years ago. The 
attorneys for Herbert D. Newton, the 
Brookline (Mass.) banker, have stated 
that their client loaned Mrs. Chadwick 
money only after a note signed "An- 
drew Carnegie" .had been indorsed by 
the president and cashier of a national 
bank. The men who indorsed the note 
were President Beckwith and Cashier 
Spear of the Citizens' National bank, 
Oberlin, O. 


Relating to this matter Banker 


Beckwith continued his story of the 
bank's transactions with Mrs. Chad- 
wick as follows: "Yes, we indorsed 
the note in addition to one other note 
for $500,000, but O God, never for the 
purpose lor which they were used." 


"Do you mean to say that there are 


two $500,000 notes in addition to the 
note for $250,000?" -was asked Mr. 
Beckwith. 


Two Half-Million Dollar Notes. 


"Yes, notes aggregating $1,250,000. 


One of them is ir the hands of the re- 
ceiver and the other ought to be in 
the hands of Mrs. Chadwick. If she 
has disposed of it she has done some- 
thing which she swore she would not 
do; so please make it plain that a sol- 
emn oath was taken that the notes 
which bear our indorsement were 
never to be used by Mrs. Chadwick 
lor the purpose of .raising money, and 
Bhe_knew lt.'^_

BENJ. FRANKLIN DEAD. 


President of the Peoples National Bank and 


Many Years Prominently Identified With 


Newark's Business Interests Called 


After a Short Illness. 


for 


Mukden, Dec. C.—The force of Jap- 


anese sent to turn General Rennen- 
kanip's flank has been repulsed with 
heavy loss, according to reports reach- 
ing here. It is stated 
that Gen- 


eral 
Rennenkampff, who knew the 


movement was maturing, awaited the 
Japanese at the mouth of one of the 
captured passes, and that the Jap- 
anese turning force threw themselves 
unsuspectingly into the ambuscade, 
where, after the fight, the Russians 
collected 500 corpses. It is added that 
there are 1.000 more Japanese corpses 
which it has been impossible to col- 
lect owing to the fire of the Japanese. 
This does not include the Japanese 
loss in wounded. The Russian loss, 
according to this account, was only 30 
or 40 men. 


Skirmishes continue. The night of 


Nov. 
CO Captain Alexandroff with 30 


men routed a forgo of 50 Japanese by 
a surprise attack on the trenches. The 
same night volunteers under Lieuten- 
ant Vedetska surrounded and wiped 
out a picket of 25 Japanese near Toun- 
gou. This led to a hand-to-hand fight 
in the .lapanese underground trenches, 
where 20 more Japanese were bay- 
oneted. The Russians lost severely in 
this fight, a number being caught in 
wire entanglements. Altogether 10 Rus- 
sians were killed and 14 wounded. 


Dec. 3 the Japanese began an artil- 


lery fire on Poutiloff (Lone Tree) hill, 
paving the way for an infantry attack. 
The Russian artillery answered vigor- 
ously for several hours and then slack- 
ened, The Japanese, imagining the 
Russian fire had been silenced, flung 
themselves in masses against the 
trenches, where they were allowed to 
come within close range and then 
were met with withering 
a countercharge with the bayonet. The 
Japanese fled, having sustained enor- 
mous losses. 


A Cossack expedition which was 


sent the night of Dec. 2 to capture a 
Japanese battery on the Russian right 
flank was only partially successful. 
The Cossacks wiped out the Japanese 
sentries, killed the gunners and got 
possession of the battery, but were un- 
able to remove the guns owing to the 
rapid arrival of Japanese reinforce- 
ments. 


THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 


Dealing With Capital and Labor, Unions, Corporations, Rebates, Irrigation, 


Pensions, Arbitration, Foreign Policy, Army, Navy, Philippines 


Etc Read Tuesday in Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. €—President 


Roosevelt's message was read today in 
toth branches of Congress. The main 
features of the document follow: 


The enlargement of scope ot tne 


functions of the national government 
required by our development as a na- 
tion involves, of course, increase of ex- 
fiense, and the period of" 
1 prosperity 


through which the country is passing 
justifies expenditures for permanent 
improvements far greater than would 
be irise in hard times, but abundant 
revenues and a large surplus always 
invite extravagance, and constant care 
should be taken to guard against un- 
necessary increase of the ordinary ex- 
penses of government. 


Capital and Labor. 


The relations of capital and labor, 


and especially of organized capital and 
organised labor, to each other and to 
the public at large eeme second in im- 
portance only to the intimate questions 
of family life. Our peculiar form of 
government, with its sharp division of 
authority between the nation and the 
several states, has been on the whole 
•far more advantageous to our develop- 
ment than a more strongly centralized 
government. But it is undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for much of the difficulty of 
meeting with adequate legislation the 
new problems presented by the total 
change in industrial conditions on this 
continent during the last half century. 
In actual practice it has proved ex- 
ceedingly difficult, and in many cases 
impossible, to get unanimity of wise 
action among the various states on 
these subjects. From the very nature 
of the case this is especially true of 
the laws affecting the employment of 
capital In huge masses. 


With regard to labor^ the probUrtn is 


no less important, but it is simpler. As f unions whicn nave often been among 
long as the states retain the primary 
the most effective agents in working 


control of the police power the circum- 'or good citizenship and for uplifting 


' 
stances must be altogether extreme 


safeguarding the rights of labor or in 
the way of seeing that wrong is not 
done by unruly persons who shield 
themselves behind the name of labor. 
If there ia resistance to the federal 
courts, interference with the mails or 
interstate commerce or molestation of 
federal property, or if the state authori- 
ties in some crisis which they are un- 
able to face call for help, then the fed- 
eral government may interfere; but, 
though such interference may be caus- 
ed by a condition of things arising out 
of trouble connected with some ques- 
tion of labor, the interference itself 
simply takes the form of restoring or- 
der without regard to the questions 
which have r-auwl the breach of or- 
der. In the District of Columbia and 
in the territories the federal law cov- 
ers the entire field of government. But 
the labor question is only acute in 
populous center* of commerce, manu- 
factures or mining. Nevertheless both 
in the enactment and in the enforce- 
ment of law the federal government 
within its restrjrfpd sphere should set 
an example to the state governments 
especially in a mntter eo vital as this 
affecting labor. 


Labor Union*. 


I believe that under modern indus- 


trial conditions it is often necessary and 
even where no' necessary it is ypt of- 
ten wise that t:\<\-t should be organiz.i- 
tion of labor i 
-> order better to secure 


the rights of the individual wagework- 
er. All encouragement should be given 
to any such organization so long as it 
is conducted w iih a due and decent re- 
gard for the ri?bw of others. There 
are in this Country some labor unions 
which have hn^itualir and, other labor 


ny labor union seeks improper 


ends or seeks to achieve proper ends 
by improper means all good citizens, 
and more especially all honorable pub- 
lic servants, must oppose the wrongdo- 
ing as resolutely as they would oppose 
the wrongdoing of any great corpora- 
tion. Violence, brutality or corruption 
should not for one moment be tolerat- 
ed. 


Entire Rltcht to Organize, 


V,'a^eworkers have an entire right 


to organize and by all peaceful and 
honorable means to endeavor to per- 
suade their fellows to join with them 
in organizations. They have a legal 
right, which, according to circum- 
stance's, may or may not be a moral 
right, to refuse to work in company 
with meu who decline to join thf-ir or- 
ganizations. They have under no cir- 
cumstances the right to commit vio- 
lence upon tho.^e, whfther capitalists 
or wncfworkfr'i. who refuse to support 
fh"ir organizations or who side with 
those with whom they are at odd.«. for 
mob rule is Intolerable in any form.

Mr. Franklin was a man of absolute

lafety limiting the hours of labor for 
tailroad employees in train service up- 
on railroads engaged in interstate com- 
merce and providing that only trained 
and experienced persons be employed 
In positions of responsibility connected

ed by the act of March 2, 1903, has 
proved beneficial to railway employees, 
and in order that its provisions may be 


taken steps to prevent and puuibh 
abuses of this nature, but it Trill be 
wise for the congress to supplement 
this action by legislation. 


Bureau of I/anor. 


Much can be done by the government 


in labor matters merely by giving pub- 
licity, to certain conditions. The bureau 
of labor has done excellent work of 
this kind in many different directions. 
I shall shortly lay before you in a spe- 
cial message the full report of tlie in- 
vestigation of tbe bureau of labor into 
the Colorado mining strike, as this is a 
strike in which certain very evil forces, 
which are more or less at work every -

inent. It i^" greatly to be wished tha 
specters provided for by appropriation 
should be largely increased. This serv- 
ice has passed the experimental stage 
and should receive generous. recogni- 
tion by the concress. 
Unionism In Government Offices. 
There is no objection to employees of 


the government forming or belonging 
to unions, but the government can nei- 
ther discriminate for nor discriminate 
against nonunion men who are in its 
employment or who seek to be em- 
ployed under it. Moreover, it is a very 
grave impropriety for government em- 
ployees to band themselves together 
for the purpose of extorting improperly 
high salaries from the government. 
Especially is this true of those within 
the classified service. 
The letter car- 


riers, both municipal and rural, are as 
a whole an excellent body of public 
servants. They should be amply paid. 
But their payment must be obtained 
by arguing their claims fairly and hon- 
orably before the congress and not by 
banding together for the defeat of 
those conjipressmen who refuse to give 
promises which they cannot in con- 
science give. The administration has

the depart-jpnt of commerce and la- 
bor, through the labor bureau, should 
compile and arrange for the congress 
a list of the labor laws of the various 
states and should be given the means 
to investigate and report to the con- 
gress upon the labor conditions in the 
manufacturing 
and mining regions 


throughout the country, both as to 
wages, as to hours of labor, as to 


abuses m great corpQi'atlons by scale 
action. It is difficult to be patient with 
an argument that such matters should 
be left to the states, because more than 
one state pursues the policy of creat- 
ing on easy terms corporations which 
are never operated within that state 
at all, but in other states whose laws 
they ignore. The national government 
alone can deal adequately with these 
great corporations. 
To try to deal 


with them in an intemperate, destruc- 
tive or demagogic spirit would in all 
probability mean that nothing what- 
ever would be accomplished, and with 
absolute certainty that if anything 
were accomplished it would be of a 
harmful nature. 
The American peo- 


ple need to continue to show the very 
qualities that they ha've shown—that is, 
moderation, good sense, the earnest 
desire to avoid doing any damage and 
yet the quiet determination to proceed, 
step by step, without halt and without 
hurry, in eliminating or at least in 
minimizing whatever of mischief or of 
evil there is to interstate commerce 
in the conduct of great corporations. 
They are acting in no spirit of hostility 


liucliou of (Mir vawyus jjreat btaplea of 
commerce. 


Of necessity the careful investigation 


of special corporations will afford the 
commissioner knowledge of certain 
bu«iuess facts, the publication of which 
tni;.rht be an improper infringement of 
private rights. The method of making 
public the results Of tlip«e investiga- 
tions affords, under the law, a means 
for the protection cl private rights. 
The congress will 1m e ail facts except 
such as would give to another cor- 
poration information which would in- 
jure the legitimate biiMin.'*? *if a com- 
petitor and destroy the incentive for 
individual superiority a:id thrift.

The business of insurance vitally af- 


fects the great mass of the people of 
the United Skttes an.l is national and 
not local in its applicutrm. It involves 
a multitude of transactions among the 
people of the. different states -and be- 
tween Ameiican companies and for- 
eign s,o\ e'-nmeuts. fl time that the con- 
gress caret'ally consider whether tl>o 
power of the bureau of corporations 
cannot constitutionally be extended to 
cover interstate transactions in insur- 
ance. 


Hebates. 


Above all else \ve must strive to'keep 


the highways of commerce open to all 
on equal-terms, and to do this it is nec- 
essaiy to put a complete stop to all re- 
bates. Whether the shipper or the rail- 
road is to blame makes no difference. 
The rebate must be stopped, the abuses 
of the private car and private terminal 
track and side track systems must be 
stopped, and the legislation of the Fif- 
ty-eighth congress which declares it to 
be unlawful for any person or corpora- 
tion to offer, grant, give, solicit, accept 
or receive any rebate, concession or 
discrimination in respect of the trans- 
portation of any property in interstate 
or foreign commerce whereby such 
property shall by any device whatever 
be transported at a less rate than that 
named in the tariffs published by the 
carrier must be enforced. While I am 
of the opinion that at present it would 
be undesirable if it were not impracti- 
cable finally to clothe the interstate 
commerce commission with general au- 
thority to fix railroad rates, I do be- 
lieve that as a fair security to ship- 
pers tbe commission should be vested 
with the power where a given rate has 
been challenged and after full hearing 
found to be unreasonable to decide, sub- 
ject to judicial review, what shall be a 
reasonable rate to take its place, the 
ruling of the commission to take effect 
immediately and ,tp obtain unless and 
until it is reversed! by the court of re- 
view.

" Steamship companies engaged in in- 
terstate commerce'and protected in our 
coastwise trade should be held to a 
strict observance of the interstate com- 
merce act.

In this investigation especial attention 
should be paid to tlie conditions of 
child labor and child labor legislation 
in the several states. 


Corporations. 


When we come to deal with great 


corporations the need for the govern- 
ment to act directly fs far greater than 
in the case of labor, because great cor- 
porations can become such only by en- 
gaging in interstate commerce, and in- 
terstate commerce is peculiarly the 
field of the seneral government. It is 
an sibsu'-ditv to expect to eliminate the 
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porate. They are not against the rich 
man any more than against the poor 
man. 
On the contrary, they are friend- 


ly alike toward rich man and toward 
poor man. provided only that each acts 
in a spirit of justice and decency to- 
ward his fellows. 
Great corporations 


are necessary, and only men of great 
and singular mental power can man- 
age such corporations 
successfully, 


and such men must have great re- 
wards. But these corporations should 
be managed with due regard to the 
interest of the public as a .whole. 
Where this can be done under the pres- 
ent laws it mu'st be done. 
Where 


these law come short others should 
be enacted to supplement them. 


Bureau of Corporations. 


The bureau of corporations has made 


careful preliminary investigation of 
many important corporations. It will 
make a special report on the beef in- 
dustry. 


Tbe policy of the bureau is to ac- 


complish the purposes of its creation 
Viy co-operation. iv>t autauuinsin; by 
jnaking constructive legislation, not 
destructive prosecution, the immediate 
object of its inquiries: by conservative 
investigation of law and fact and by 
refusal to issue incomplete and honce 
necessarily macctiiate report". Its pol- 
icy being thus one of open iiKjuiiy into 
and not attack upon business the bu- 
reau has been able to gain not only the 
confidence, but. better still, the co-op- 
eration, of men engaged in legitimate 
business. 


The bureau offer* to the congress 


the means of getting at the cost of pro-

Irrigation. 


During the two and a half years that 


have elapsed since the passage of the 
reclamation act rapid progress has 
been made in the surveys and exami- 
nations of the opportunities for recla- 
mation in the thirteen states and three 
territories of the arid west. Construc- 
tion has already been begun on the lar- 
gest and most important of the irriga- 
tion works, and plans are being com- 
pleted for works which will utilize the 
funds now avaii.ible. 


The forest policy of the government 


is just now a subject of vivid public 
interest throughout the west and to the 
people of the United States in general. 
The forest reserves themselves are of 
extreme value to the present as well 
as to the future welfare of all the 
western public land states. They pow- 
erfully affect the use and disposal of 
the public lands. 
They are of spe- 


cial importance because they pre- 
serve the water supply and the supply 
of timber for domestic purposes and so 
promote settlement under the reclama- 
tion act. Indeed they are essential to 
the welfare of every one of the great 
interests of the west 


I have repeatedly called attention to 


the confusion which exists in govern- 
ment forest matters because the work 
is scattered among three independent 
organizations. As I have recommend- 
ed, all the forest work of the govern- 
ment should be concentrated in the de- 
partment of agriculture, where the 
larger part of that work is already 
•done. 
The Cnnyon of the Colorado 


should be made a national park, and 
the national p irk system should in- 
clude the Yosenrite and as many as 
possible of the groves of giant trees iu 
California. 


Pensions. 


The veterans of the civil war have 


-a claim upon the nation such as no 
other body of or- citizens r-o<-<^. Th« 
pension bureau has never in its history 
been manned m a more satisfactory 
manner than is now the case. 


Con-.nlnr Service. 


Our consular system needs improve- 


ment. Salario should be substituted 
for fees, and iho proper classification. 
grading an3 transfer of consular of- 
ficers should be provided. 
I am not 


prepared to s.iy that a competitive sys- 
tem of exam.nntions for appointment 
would work well, but by law it should 
lie provided that consuls should be 
familiar, according to places for which

It is desirable to enact a proper na-

Currency. 


The attention of the congress should 


be especially given to the currency 
question and that the standing"commit- 
tee-; on the matter in the two houses 
charted with the duty take up the mat- 
ter of our currency and see whether it 
is not possible to secure an ag4'ee.meut 
in; the business world for bettemig the 
system. 
The committees should con- 


sider the question of the retirement of 
tbp frvnoriliHr-l.-'a om'l tb» proMPm of se- 
curing in our currency such elasticity 
as is consistent with safety. 
Every 


silver dollar should be made by law re- 
deemable in gold at the option of the 
liolder. 


Merchant Marine. 


I especially commend to your immedi- 


ate attention the encouragement of our 
merchant marine by appropriate legis- 
lation. 


The growing importance of the orient 


as a lield for American exports drew 
from my predecessor, President llc- 
Kinloy. an urgent request for its spe- 
cial consideration by the congress. 


The importance of securing proper 


information and data with a view to 
the enlargement of our trade with Asia 
is undiminished. Our consular repre- 
sentatives 
in China have sttongly 


urged a place for permanent display of 
American products in some prominent 
trade center of that empire, under gov- 
ernment control and management, as 
an effective means of advancing our 
export trade therein. I call the atten- 
tion of the congress to the desirability 
of carrying out these suggestions. 


Immigration and Naturalization. 
In dealing with the questions of im- 


migration and naturalization it is in- 
dispensable to keep certain facts ever 
before the minds of those who share 
in enacting the laws. First and fore- 
most, let us remember that the ques- 
tion of being a good American has 
nothing whatever to do with a man's 
birthplace any more than it has~to do 
with his creed. 
In every generation 


from the time this government was 
founded men of foreign birth have 
stood in the very foremost rank of 
good citizenship, and that not merely 
in one but in every field of American 
activity. 


There is no danger of having too 


many immigrants of the right kind, 
but the citizenship of this country 
should not be debased. It is vital that 
we should keep high the standard of 
well being among our wageworkers. 
and therefore we should not admit 
masses of men whose standards of liv- 
ing and whose personal customs and 
habits are such that they tend to lower 
the level of the American -wageworker. 
and above aH we should not admit any 
man ef-an unworthy typer -Similarly 
we should take the greatest care about 
naturalization. 
Fraudulent naturaliza- 


tion, the naturalization of improper 
persons, is a curse to our government, 
and it is the affair of every honest 
voter, wherever born, to see that no 
fraudulent voting is allowed, that no 
fratid in connection with naturaliza- 
tion is permitted. 


Revision of WatnraHzation IJITTS. 
There should be a comprehensive re- 


vision of the naturalization laws. The 
courts having power to naturalize 
should be definitely named by national 
authority, the testimony upon which 
naturalization may be conferred should 
be definitely prescribed, publication of 
impending naturalization applications 
should be required in advance of their 
hearing in court, the form and word- 
ing of all certificates issued should bo 
uniform throughout the country, and 
the courts should be required to make 
returns to the secretary of state at 
stated periods of all naturalizations 
conferred. 


Not only are the laws relating to 


naturalization now defective, but those 
relating to citizenship of the United 
States otight also to be made the sub- 
ject of scientific inquiry with a view to 
probable further legislation. The pow-

Foreign Policy. 


The steady aim of this nation, as of 


all enlightened nations, should be to 
strive to bring ever nearer the day 
when there shall prevail throughout 
the world the peace of justice, but 
there are kinds of peace which are 
highly undesirable, which are in the 
Jong run as destructive as any war. 
The goal to set before us as a nation, 
the goal w-hich should be set before all 
mankind, is the attainment of the 
peace of justice, of the peace which 
comes when each nation is not merely 
safeguarded hi dts own rights, but 
scrupulously recognizes and pel-forms 
its' duty toward 
others. 
Generally 


peace tells for. righteousness, but if 
there is conflict.between the two then 
our fealty is due first to the cause of 
righteousness. Unrighteous wars are 
common and unrighteous peace is rare, 
but both should be shunned. 
The 


right of freedom and the responsibility 
for the exercise of that right cannot be 
divorced. One of our great poets has 
well and finely said that freedom is not 
a gift that tarries long in the hands of 
cowards. Neither does it tarry long in 
the hands of those too slothful, too dis- 
honest or too unintelligent to exercise 
it. The eternal vigilance which is the 
price of liberty must be exercised 
sometimes to guard against outside 
foes, although, of course, far'more of- 
ten to guard against our own selfish or 
thoughtless shortcomings.^ 


it is our duty to remember that a na- 


tion -has no more right to do injustice 
to another nation, strong or weak, than 
an individual has to do injustice to an- 
other individual; that the same moral 
law applies ill one Case as in the other. 
But we must also remember that it is 
as much the duty of the nation to 
gvaid its own rights and its own inter- | 
.3ts r.s it is the duty of the individual 
so tj do. Untjl some method is devised 
by which there shall be a degree of in- 
te:national c-juti-ol over offending na- 
tions it would be a wicked thing for 
tlie most civilized powers, for those 
with most sense of international obli- 
gations and. with keenest and most gen- 
erous appreciation of the difference be- 
tween right and wrong, to disarm. If 
the great civilized nations of the pres- 
ent day shoulfl completely disarm, the 
result -would mean an immediate re- 
crudescence of barbarism in one form 
or another. Under any circumstances a 
sufficient armament-would have, to be 
kept up to serve the purposes of inter- 
national police, and until international 
cohesion and the sense of international 
duties and rights are far more ad- 
vanced than 'at present a nation desir- 
ous both of securing respect for itself 
and of doing good to others must have 
a force adequate for the work which it 
feels is allotted to it as its part of the 
general world duty. Therefore it fol- 
lows that a self respecting, just and 
farseeiug nation should on the one 
hand endeavor by every means to aid 
in the" development of 'the 'various 
movements which tend to provide sub- 
stitutes for war, which tend to render 
nations in their actions toward one an- 
other and indeed toward their own 
peoples more responsive to the general 
sentiment of humane and civilized 
mankind, and, on the other hand, that 
it should keep prepaied, while scrupu- 
lously avoiding wrongdoing itself, to 
repel any wrong and in exceptional 
cases to take action which in a more 
advanced stage of international rela- 
tions would come under the head of 
the exercise of the international police. 


Arbitration Treaties. 


We are in every way endeavoring to 


help on, with cordial good will, every 
movement which will tend to brin^ us 
into more friendly relations with the 
rest of mankind. In pursuance of this 
policy I shall shortly lay before the sen- 
ate treaties of arbitration with all pow- 
ers which are willing to enter into these 
treaties with us. It is not possible at 
this period of the world's development 
to agree to arbitrate all matters, but 
there are many matters of possible 
difference between us and other na- 
tions which can be thus ^arbitrated. 
Furthermore, at the request of the in- 
terparliamentary 
union, an eminent 
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er of the government to protect the in- 
tegrity of the elections of its own offi- 
cials is inherent and has been recog- 
nized and affirmed by repeated dec- 
larations of the supreme court. There 
is no enemy of free government more 
dangerous and none so insidious as 
the corruption of the electorate. I rec- 
ommend the enactment of a law direct- 
ed against bribery and corruption in 
federal elections. 


Delays !» Criminal Prosecutions. 
No subject is better worthy the at- 


tention of the congress than that por- 
tion of the report of the attorney gen- 
eral dealing with the long delays and 
the great obstruction to justice experi- 
enced in the cases of Beavers, Green 
and Gaynor and Benson. Were these 
isolated and special cases I should not 
call your attention to them, but the dif- 
ficulties encountered as regards these 
men who have been indicted for crimi- 
nal practices are not exceptional. They 
are precisely similar in kind to what 
occurs again and again in tlie case of 
criminals who have sufficient means to 
enable them to take advantage of a 
system of nrocedure which has grown 
Tip in the federal courts and -which 
Amounts in effect to making the law- 
easy of enforcement against the man 
who has no money and difficult of en- 
forcement, oven to the point of some- 
times securing immunity, as resards 
the man Who has money. At present 
the interests of the innocent man are 
amply safeguarded, but the interests of 
the government—that R the interests 
of honest administration: that is. the 
Interests of the p<v>ple— are not recog-

Western Hemisphere. 


It is not true that the United States 


feels any land hunger or entertains 
any projects as regards the other na- 
tions of the western hemisphere save 
such as are for their welfare. All that 
this country desires is to see the neigh- 
boring countries stable, orderly and 
prosperous. Any country whose people 
conduct themselves well can count upon 
our hearty friendship. 
If a nation 


shows thtit it knows how to act with 
reasonable ejScienry and decency in so- 
cial and political matters, if it keeps 
order and pays its obligations, it neei; 
fear no interference from the United 
States. Chronic wrongdoing or an im- 
potence which results in a general loos- 
ening of the ties of civilized society 
may in America." as elsewhere, ulti 
mately require intervention by some 
civilized nation, and in the western 
hemisphere the adherence of the Unit- 
ed States to the Monroe doctrine may 
force the United States, however re- 
luctantly, in flagrant cases of such 
wrongdoing or impotence, to the exer- 
cise of an international police power. 
Rights of American Citizens Abroad 


It is necer,sary forusfirmly toinsist up- 


on the rights of our own citizens abroad 
without regard to their creed or race 
without regard to whether they were 
(Continued on Page 7, 2nd column.) 
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born liere or born abroad. ' It Bas 
proved very difficult to secure from 
Russia the right for-our Jewish fellow 
citizen to receive passports and travel 
through Russian territory. 
It is a 


wrong against which we are tutitled to 
protest to refuse him his passport 
without regard to his conduct and char- 
acter, merely on racial and religious 
grounds. 


The Xavy. 


The strong arm of the government 


in enforciiij respect for its just rights 
In international matters is the navy of 
the United States. I most earnestly 
recommend that there be no halt in the 
work of upbuilding the Amerirnn nary. 
We have undertaken to build the isth- 
mian canal. \Ve have undertaken to 
secure for ourselves our just share in 
the trade of the orient. \Ve have un- 
dertaken to protect our citizens from 
improper treatment in foreign lands. 
We continue stOi.dily to insist on the 
application of the Monroe doctrine to 
the western hemisphere. Unless our 
attitude in these and all similar mat- 
ters is to be a mere boastful sham we 
cannot afford to abandon our naval 
nrogramme. Our voice is now potent 
for peace and is so potent because we 
are not afraid of war. But our prot- 
estations upon behalf of peace would 
neither receive nor deserve the slight- 
est attention if we were impotent to 
make them good. 


The Army. 


Within the last three years the Unit- 


ed States has set an example in dis- 
armament where disarmament was 
proper. By law our army is fixed at 
a maximum of 100.000 and a minimum 
of 00,000 men. When there was insur- 
rection: in the Philippines we kept the 
army^it tho maximum. Peace came in 
the Philippines, and now our army 
has been reduced to the minimum at 
which it is possible to keep it with due 
regard to its .efficiency. We should be 
able, in the event of some sudden 
emergency, to put into the field one 
first class army corps, which should be. 
as a whole, at least the equal of any 
body of troops of like number belong- 
ing to any other nation. 


Great progress has been made In pro- 


tecting our coasts by adequate fortifi- 
cations 
with 
sufficient 
guns. 
We 


should, however, pay rnuc^i more,heed 
than at present to the development of 
an extensive system of floating mines 
for use in all our more important har- 
bors. These mines have been proved 
to be a most formidable safeguard 
against hostile fleets. 


The Philippines. 


In the Philippine Islands there has 


been during the past year a continua- 
tion of the steady progress which has 
obtained ever since our troops definite- 
ly got the upper hand of the insur- 
gents. The Philippine people, or, to 
speak 
more accurately, 
the many 


tribes and even races sundered from 
one another more or less' sharply who 
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go to make up the people of tfic Philip- 
pine 'Islands, contain many elements 
of good, and some elements which we 
have a right to hope stand for prog- 
ress. At present they are utterly in- 
capable of existing in independence at 
all or of building up a civilization of 
their owp. I firmly believe that we 
can help them to rise higher and high- 
er in the scale of civilization and of 
capacity for self government, and I 
most earnestly hope that in the end 
they will be able to stand, if not en- 
tirely alone, yet in some such relation 
to the United States as Cuba now 
stands. This end is not yet in sight, 
and it may be indefinitely postponed 
if our people are foolish enougli to turn 
the attention of the Filipinos away 
from the problems of achieving moral 
and material prosperity, of working 
for a stable, orderly and just govern- 
ment, and toward foolish and danger- 
ous intrigues for a complete independ- 
ence for wm'ch they are as yet totally 
unfit. 


On the other hand, our people must 


keep steadily before their minds the 
fact that the justification for our stay 
in the Philippines must ultimately rest 
chiefly upon the good we are able to 
do in the islands. 
I do not overlook 


the fact that in the development of our 
interests in the 
Pacific ocean and 


along its coasts the Philippines have 
played and will play an important part 
and that our interests have been serv- 
ed iu more than one way by the pos- 
session of the islands. But our cliief 
reason for continuing to hold them 
must be that we ought in good faith 
to try to do our share of the world's 
work, and this particular piece of work 
has been imposed upon us by the re- 
sults of the war with Spain. We are 
endeavoring to develop the natives 
themselves so that they shall take an 
ever increasing share in their ovrn gov- 
ernment, and, as far as is prudent, we 
are already admitting their representa- 
tives to a governmental equality with 
our own. There are commissioners, 
judges and governors in the islands 
who arc Filipinos and who have exact- 
ly the same share in the government 
of the islands as have their colleagues 
who are Americans, while in the lower 
ranks, of course, the great majority of 
the public servants 
are 
Filipinos. 


Within two years we shall be trying 
the experiment of an elective- lower 
house in the Philippine legislature. If 
the Filipinos act with wisdom and self 
restraint, if they show that they are 
capable of electing'a legislature which 
in its turn is capable of taking a sane 
and efficient part in the actual work of 
government, they can rest assured that 
a full and increasing measure of rec- 
»gnition will be given them. 


Every measure taken concerning the 


islands should be taken primarily with 
a view to their advantage. We should 
certainly give them lower tariff rates 
on their exports to the United States. 
If this is not done it will be a wrong 
to extend otir shipping laws to them. 
I earnestly hope for the immediate 
enactment into law of the legislation 
now pending to encourage American 
capital to seek Investment in the Is- 
lands in railroads, in factories, in plan- 
tations and in lumbering and mining.

whose value they did not investigate 
closely, or on no security at all

by her trustee in Cleveland. 


Claims aggregating $1,000,000 have 


been filed against her in one place or 
another. The Federal court in Ohio 
has stepped in and appointed a re- 
ceiver for her alleged securities,
